GOV. OSCAR K. ALLEN 
OF LOUISIANA DIES 


Political Heir of Huey Long 
Suddenly Stricken in 
Baton Rouge. 


3y the Associated Press. 

BATON ROUGE, La., Jan. 28. — 
Gov. Oscar K. Allen died suddenly 
today at 10:40 a. m. from cerebral 
hemorrhage. He was stricken at 
the executive mansion at 8:50. 

He apparently had been in good 
health and was just preparing to 
have breakfast when stricken. 

Physicians were hastily sum- 
moned, among them Dr. C. A. Lo- 
rio, who attended the late Senator 
Huey P. Long, political associate of 
the Governor; but all medical at- 
tention failed and the Governor 
died. He was 55 years old, 

Dr. Lorio said death was due to 
“hypertension and cerebral hemor- 
rhage and hemorrhage at the base 
of the tongue and acute edema of 
glottis.” 

Lieutenant-Governor James A. 
Noe of Monroe automatically suc- 
ceeds Gov. Allen as chief execu- 
tive of Louisiana. He was always 
a staunch supporter of the ad- 
ministration of Long and Allen. 

Mrs. Allen and two of their chil- 
dren, O. K. Allen Jr., 21, and Asa 
Benton Allen, 11, were with Gov. 
Allen at the mansion at his death. 
Their daughter, the former Miss 
Joyce Love Allen, now the wife 
of Dr. Frederick Stare, young 
chemistry professor of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and St. Louis 
University, is in Cambridge, En- 
gland, where her husband is taking 
a post-graduate course. 

Gov. Allen was one of the political 
heirs of Long following Long’s 
assassination in the Capitol last 
September. He was elected Demo- 


‘cratic National Committeeman suc- 


ceeding Long and he headed the 
successful campaign in the Demo- 
cratic primary Jan. 21; in which 
he himself was nominated to serve 
out the unexpired term of Long 
in the United States Senate. 

He died at the height of his po- 
litical career after a strenuous 
campaign stumping the State. For 
some time he had suffered from 
heart disease but recently had been 
thought to be improving. 

He had amassed a sizeable for- 
tune in his career as school teach- 
er, cotton planter, small town busi- 
ness man and oil operator, and was 
a member of the State Legislature 
when Long, then Governor, ap- 
pointed him chairman of the State 
Highway Commission, which han- 
dled Long’s $7,500,000 road building 
fund. After Long had been elect- 
ed to the United States Senate Long 
made Allen Governor.

Wallace, in a radio address over 
a national network, cited profit 


figures of various processors to 
show the large returns they would 
obtain. 


“In the Hoosac Mills case,” Wal- 
lace said, “the Supreme Court dis- 
approyed the idea that the Govern- 
ment could take money from one 
group for the benefit of another. 
Yet in turning over to the proces- 
sors this $200,000,000 which came 
from all the people, we are seeing 
the most flagrant example of ex- 
propriation for the benefit of one 
small group. This is probably the 
greatest legalized steal in American 
history. 


“You will get some idea of its 
size when you contrast these re- 
funds with the profits of the pro- 
cessors in their most prosperous 
years. Cotton mills reported profits 
of $30,000,000 in 1929; their process- 
ing tax refunds amount to $51,000,- 
000 on cotton. Flour mills report- 
ed profits of about $20,000,000 on 
their wheat flour business in 1929; 
their processing tax refunds amount 
to $67,000,000, 


Profits of Packers. 


“Packers’ profits on their hog 
business in 1929 were in the neigh- 
their tax 
refunds are $51,000,000. One of the 
largest packers had total profits 
of $14,000,000 last year. If half 
of this came from the firm’s hog 
business, as is likely, that profit, 
$7,000,000, is only about half the 
$13,000,000 processing tax refunds 
to the one corporation.” 

Wallace said “it is a shame that 
because . of legalist theories, di- 
vorced from economic realities and 
social justice, the court should have 
created such an embarrassing situ- 
ation for farmers, consumers, proc- 
essors and the Government.” 

The Secretary added: 

“The problem now is to discover 
the best way out of this situation. 
Not in any vindictive spirit, but in 
the spirit so clearly shown in the 
preamble of the Constitution—to 
‘establish justice.’ Above everything, 
it seems to me that the essential 
spirit of the Constitution is to pro- 
mote the general welfare.” 


Reads Parts of Letters. 


Wallace read excerpts from sev- 
eral letters he received after his at- 
tack on the court’s ruling last week, 
some of them praising his opinion 
and others criticising him sharply. 

One writer reminded Wallace he 
had sworn to support the Constitu- 
tion and suggested he should fully 
acquaint himself with its require- 
ments. 

“In answer to this,” Wallace said, 
“let me first say with the utmost 
emphasis that I not only am fa- 
miliar with the’ Constitution of the 
United States, but that I believe— 
as did the minority in the Hoosac 
Mills case—that the Constitution 
means what it says. 

“In fact, it would be an excellent 


'thing for us all, including lawyers 


on or off the bench, to apply to 

every provision of the Constitution 

the great spirit of its preamble. 
View of the Layman, 

“Tt does not seem to me that the 
objective of the preamble to ‘estab- 
lish justice’ is met by a court order 
which gives to a handful of corpo- 
rations money which is not right- 
fully theirs. . To the mind 
trained in legalism, this may be all 
right; but to the layman it doesn’t 
make sense. 

“This money, somewhere between 
$180,000,000 and $200,000,000, had al- 
ready been collected from the public 
as processing taxes. The processors 
did not bear the tax; they passed it 
on to the consumer in the form of 
higher prices, or, as the packers 
contended in the case of hogs, back 
to the farmer in the form of lower 
hog prices. 

“Congress was aware of that, and 
last summer decreed that no pro- 
cessor was entitled to a refund un- 
less he could prove he had ab- 
sorbed the tax himself. This point, 
however, the Supreme Court ignored 
when it decided the rice millers’ 
case Jan. 13.”

STRIKE AUTHORIZED 
BY M. & 0. WORKERS 


Chairman Says 86 Pct. of 
Railway's 4000 Employes 
Voted on Question. 


Employes of the Mobile & Ohio 
Railroad voted to authorize their 
representatives to call a strike in 
the event the management refused 
to grant the employes’ demand for 
restoration of former wage scales, 
it was announced .today by J. H 
McQuaid of Chicago, chairman of 
the employes’ joint committee. 

McQuaid said 86 per cent of the 
railroad’s 4000 employes voted in 
the strike referendum, results of 
which were tabulated today, and 
93 per cent of those voting favored 
authorizing the strike call. 

Should the committee call the 
strike, as authorized, it will call out 
members of craft unions such as the 
locomotive engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, clerical and other office 
workers whose representatives com- 
prise the committee. Employes who 
are not members of the union, Mc- 
Quaid said, were permitted to vote 
in the referendum. 

Immediately after the result of 
the referendum became known, Mc- 
Quaid notified C. E. Ervin, one of 
the two receivers for the railroad, 
that the committee -.would meet at 
9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning at 
the York Hotel to fix a time for the 
strike unless they received word 
from him which would warrant 
giving the matter further considera- 
tion. . 

McQuaid, in a letter today to the 
National Mediation Board at Wash- 
| ington, refused its offer to arbitrate 
'the controversy, as Ervin did yes- 
terddy. 

Referring 


to Ervin’s statement 
‘that he wished to restore wage 
| rates as rapidly as possible, Mc- 
| Quaid wrote to the National Me- 
| diation Board that the _ receiver 
had been authorized to make a 5 
per cent restoration on March 1, 
1934, by Judge Robert T. Ervin, 
but had not done so until the fol- 
lowing June 16. This resulted in a 
loss of $50,000 in wages to the em- 
ployes, McQuaid said. 

“We cannot subscribe,” he con- 
tinued, “to the principle that this

WINDSOR, England, Jan. 28. — 


The long funeral journey of King 


George V ended today when the 
body was placed in the royal vault 
of St. George’s Chapel, the burial 
crypt of Great Britain's Kings. 

A simple burial service com- 
pleted the long ceremonial that be- 
gan with the removal of the body 
from Westminster Hall in London, 
Tens of thousands of spectators 
massed along the route paid their 
last respects to the dead King. 

The body arrived at Windsor at 
1:08 p. m., 33 minutes later than 


scheduled. The mourning crowds 
in London had delayed the passage 
of the cortege. 

The nation paused for two min- 
utes of silence at 1:30 p. m., the 
time the coffin was to have been 
lowered into the crypt, but the de- 
lay made the time of actual burial 
later. 


From London, the King’s body 
was brought by railroad train to 
Windsor. It was estimated that 
100,000 persons were assembled 
along the mile-and-a-half route 
from the Windsor railroad station 
to St. George's Chapel. 

An honor guard carried the cof. 
fin from the train over a scarlet 
carpet to a gun carriage waiting 
at the station door. Then the pro- 
cession started its journey up the 
hill to Windsor Castle. 

The bell of Curfew Tower tolled 
across the ancient battlements of 
the royal palace. 

Sons Walk Behind Coffin. 


The new King, Edward VIII, and 
his three brothers, for the second 
time today, fell in behind their 
father’s coffin to. walk in proces- 
sion. They were preceded in the 
cortege by the widowed Queen 
Mary, who rode in a carriage drawn 
by Windsor grays. 

The notes of a boatswain’s pipe 
sounded “Piping Aboard,” the naval 
honor ceremonial, as the coffin was 
placed on the gun carriage. It was 
part of the ritual in the funeral of 
an Admiral of the Fleet. 

As the curfew bell rang, a minute 
gun began the salute. 7 

The cortege passed along a rout 
massed with spectators and hung 
with heavy crepe. 

One hundred and fifty sailors 
drew the carriage on which the 
casket and royal regalia of crown 
and scepter rested. 

As the procession reached the cas- 
tle, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
and the Bishop of Winchester 
walked from St. George’s Chapel 
and stood: on the steps under the 
high stained windows waiting to 
receive the coffin. 

The slow funeral march of a 
military band re-echoed in the stone 
courtyard. 

Within the chapel, Prime Minis- 
ter Baldwin, his cabinet, and other 
high Government officials who had 
not walked in the procession, await- 
ed the coffin. 

Cortege Halts Before Chapel. 

Sharp military commands were 
given as the funeral party halted 
in front of the wide west doors of 
the chapel. 

King Edward, whose uniform 
boots were muddy from his walks 
through the streets of London and 
Windsor, stood silently as the coffin 
was lifted from the gun carriage 
and carried into the church through 
lines of honor guards. 

It was placed on a bier near the 
fluted stalls of the Order of the 
Garter, the oldest chivalric organt 
zation in the country, whose spi» 
itual headquarters are in S@

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. — The

President Roosevelt issued an 
appeal saying that unless veterans 
need the money for some “perma- 
nently useful purpose,” they should 
retain as nest eggs the cashable 
“baby bonds” which Congress voted 
them over the executive’s veto. — 

The White House and command- 
ers of major veterans’ organizations 
joined in a statement warning 
“frittering away of 
cash.” 

Silent.on the question of new 
taxes to finance the $2,491,000,000 
bonus bill, the White House had 
moved to comply with the “man- 
date” of Congress soon after the 
Senate wrote the measure into law 
yesterday, 76 to 19. The President 
ordered his subordinates to carry 
out the act “as expeditiously as ac- 
curacy will permit.” From 2500 to 
3000 new Government workers are 
to be hired for the task at a cost of 
about $7,500,000. 

Printing Application Blanks. 

_ All last night, presses at the Gov- 
ernment Printing Office were in op- 
eration and by today had turned 
out 2,500,000 application blanks. 

Within 24 hours, distribution of 
these blanks will begin through 50 
offices of the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion, ex-soldiers’ organizations and 
some members of Congress. By fill- 
ing them out, attaching their fin- 
gerprints and filing them with the 
Veterans’ Administration, ex-sol- 
diers will formally apply for the 
$50 bonds. Under the new law, 
these bonds may be cashed at local 
Postoffices, beginning June 15, or 
held to obtain 3 per cent interest. 

Before the bonds are distributed, 

however, the blanks must be double 
checked at.the Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration—an operation requiring 
‘7,000,000 arithmetical calculations. 
Officials predicted that most of the 
veterans would have their bonds 
“by summer.” 

“They'll have to be patient, and 
they’L have to wait,” said Adelbert 
Hiller, executive assistant to Vet- 
erans’ Administrator Frank T. 
Hines. “It’s going to be a tre 
mendous job.” ; 

To Use “Orthodex Methods.” 

After the Bureau of Engraving 
produces the 38,000,000 bonds re- 
quired, it will be the Treasury’s job 
to distribute them. Asked whether 
“orthodox methods” would be used 
in raising the cash to redeem the 
securities, Secretary Morgenthau 
said “yes.” 

The bonus bill itself carries no 
appropriation; that presumably will 
be passed through Congress later. 
The Treasury already -has indi- 
cated that the financing would in- 
crease next year’s deficit, possibly 
to $5,500,000,000. 

In the statement warning against 
“frittering away” cash, the White 
House and veterans’ leaders said: 

“Immediate and urgent need for 
funds offers, of course, a valid 
reason for cashing the bonds. 

“In the same way, the paying 
off of indebtedness wholly reason- 
able, just as using the cash for 
something of permanent value such 
as a new home or the definite im- 
provement of an existing home, 
would: be reasonable.” 

Pension Bills Next, 

Administration officials have ex- 
pressed a belief that veterans 
would demand not more than $1,- 
000,000,000 4n cash at present, but 
it was indicated that the Treasury 
‘would have $1,500,000,000 available 
in case the demands were greater.

great friend of the navy and na- 
tional defense.” 

Colby’s attack, ch rging “conspir- 
acy to nullify th Conséitution,” 
drew censure from the women dele- 
gates and a threat to bar “political 
speeches” from its program.

the conference and one of Henry 
Roosevelt's secretaries, was snid to 
have been one of those objecting to 
the Colby speech.

“The enemy’s provisions, also 
captured, contained large deposits 
of cereals and coffee. 

“One of our columns is com- 
pleting the systematizing of the 
zone between Neghelli and Dawa 
Parma.

“I could wait for the attack I 
knew was coming, or take the of- 
fensive.

COLD WAVE BOOSTS 
COAL PRES I ITY 


Regional Manager of Administration Facility 
Says Bonus Figures May Rise to 


Increase of 25 Cents a Toe 
on All Grades, With 
Deliveries Slow. 


Coal prices were 25 cents a ton 
higher today because of the con- 
tinued cold wéather, which has stim- 
ulated the demand. The increase 
applied to all grades. 

The Coal Exchange 
nearby Illinois mines were so busy 
that trucks sometimes had to wait 
for several hours before they could 
get a load. Some dealers were de 
livering in half-ton lots so that they 
could distribute the available supply 
among their customers. The slip- 
pery condition of streets and high- 
ways slowed deliveries 


The temperature during the 
night did not reach the low mark 
of 10 below zero, which had been 
forecast, but stopped at 2 below.

Court and the Liberty League were 
repeatedly cheered on the floor of 
the House of Representatives this 
afternoon, as Representative O. H. 
Cross (Democrat), Texas, urged 
passage of his bill designed to pro- 
hibit the Supreme Court and all 
eg inferior Federal courts from declar- 
ing acts of Congress unconstitution- 
gi. Most of the cheering came from 
the Democratic side, although Pro- 
es and Farmer-Laborites 
joined in it. Cross’ has been re- 

ferred to the judiciary. 

Without mentioning Al Smith by 
name, Cross accused Liberty 
Leaguers of shedding “crocodile 
tears” over the rights of the states, 
whereas, he said, their real concern 
was to “maintain their own monop- 
olistic privileges.” 

“The cry over state’s rights,” he 
went on, “is raised by those who 
have filled the cemeteries with 
states’ rights, when the evercise 
of those rights interferred with 
their activities.” 

He said the same interests had 
invoked states’ rights to defeat Fed- 
eral regulation, and the due process 
clause of the Federal Constitution 
to defeat state regulation. 

Cites John 

_ Cross repeated the familiar argu-

* preme Court to invalidate acts of 
was originally usurped 

through the influence of John Mar- 
shall, and quoted Jefferson, Madi-

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COURT ENJOINS ACTION 
AGAINST STOCK MEN 


Prosecution for Rates Higher 
Than Wallace Approved 
Is Delayed. 


An interlocutory injunction re- 
straining the Government from 
prosecuting 38 commission firms af- 
filiated with the St. Louis Livestock 
Exchange at the National Stock- 
yards for putting into effect com- 
mission rates and charges on sales 
of hogs and yfigs higher than those 
approved by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace, was granted in Fed- 
eral Court at East St. Louis yester- 
day. Hearings were continued 
pending decision by the United 


States Supreme Court on a similar 
case arising in Chicago, where a 
statutory Court ruled against the 
Government. 

District Judge Walter C. Lindley, 
presiding over a statutory court 
composed also of District Judge 
Fred L. Wham and Circuit Judge 
Evan A. Evans, said the Court felt 
it would be an unjustifiable labor 
to take up the case in view of the 
fact the Supreme Court had before 
it an appeal in the Chicago case. 
The continuance was ordered, 
Judge Lindley said, to permit the 
local suit to be brought up again 
if the Supreme Court declines to 
rule on the Chicago suit. 


panies told the Court collections 
made in excess of the rates ap- 
proved by Wallace were being 
placed on deposit by the Exchange, 
at a stockyards bank, for refund to 
shippers in case of an adverse rul- 
ing. Judge Lindley approved the 
arrangement, but ordered the funds 
placed at the disposition of the 
Court. The differential was esti- 
mated at $5000 a month. 

Judge Wham ordered a contin- 
uance also on a suit brought by the 
Government to restrain companies 
affiliated with the Exchange and 
with Producers Livestock Commis- 
sion Co., and the Farmers’ Live- 
stock Commission Co., from putting 
the new commission rates into ef- 
fect. The new rates became effec- 
tive Jan. 15, following their publi- 
cation on Dec. 31. 

Subsequent to publication, , the 
Government sued to enjoin collec- 
tion of the new rates, which were 
higher than rates established in 
February, 1933, contending they 
were illegal. 

The Exchange countered by suing 
to enjoin prosecution, charging 
Wallace had acted arbitrarily in 
declining to hold a hearing looking 
toward establishment of new rates. 


MISSOURI SHIPPERS TAKE 
CLAIM TO SUPREME COURT 


Allege Iron Mountain Road Charged 
Excessive Rates and Demand 
Refund From Mo.-Pac. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Law- 
yers for 18 intrastate shippers us- 
ing the former St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern Railroad Co., 
asked the Supreme Court today to 
award them repayment of excess 
of rates collected between 1905 and 
1907, when the rate laws were 
passed, and 1913 when they were 
upheld by the Court. 

The shippers contended the rail- 
road collected excess rates for 
seven or eight years under protec- 
tion of a Federal Court injunction, 
and then was forced into receiver- 
ship by the Supreme Court ruling. 
They said the petition was a test 
case for hundreds of shippers who 
clamied more than $1,000,000. 

The Supreme Court was told that 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad was 
formed to reorganize the St. Louis 
& Iron Mountain and paid $2,000 
000 for the road’s assets. The ship- 
pers asserted they were entitled to 
preference in $1,350,000 of that 
amount. 

The Supreme 


Court suit was 
brought against the former and 
present railroad companies. The 
petition appealed from the ruling 
of the Eighth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals last Dec. 6.

Senate Committee Decides to Act 
on Bill Tomorrow; House Group 
Accepts Amendment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28. — Ad- 
vised by Solicitor-General Stanley 
Reed that the administration’s soil 
conservation farm plan is constitu- 
tional, the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee decided today to take defi- 
nite action on the bill omorrow.

MORE TESTIMONY ROOT 
THREATENED HIS WIFE 


Witness for Memphis Woman 
Accused of Murder Also 
Tells of Beatings.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 28.—Tes- 


timony that Brenton Root once 
threatened his wife’s life during 
an argument was given today at 
the wife’s trial for the killing* of 
her husband, by Mrs. Guy H. Scates, 
a friend of Mrs. Root. 

She told the jury that Root, 32- 


year-old son of a Chicago clergy- 
man, always slept with a pistol near 
his bed, that he beat his wife on 
more than one occasion, and that 
one time she heard him direct his 
wife to leave some friends, saying 
she would go “if I have to kill her.” 

Mrs. Scates’ husband testified 
yesterday that Root talked of “kill- 
ing” his wife the night before she 
shot him to death at his country 
home here. 

Meanwhile, W. T. McLain, Dis- 
trict Attorney-General, said he 
would resist any further attempts 
to introduce a purported diary 
young Root is alleged to have kept 
of his “affairs” with womén. 

Scates yesterday testified Root 
beat his wife “on numerous occa- 
sions,” and that the night before 


his death he remarked he “didn’t 


have to put up with” hfis wife's 
hysterics. 

The hysterics were occasioned, 
Scates testified, by an exchange of 
words with Lucile Underwood, red- 
haired night club cigarette girl, 
rwhom Mrs. Root blamed for her 
estrangement from her husband. 


Tells of Threat. 


“Root remarked that he cared 
nothing” for his wife and son, 
George, 4 years old, Scates related, 
and said that “some time he was 
going to get sore and kill her.” 

On cross-examination, Scates tes- 
tified that Root made no motion to 
molest Mrs. Root at the night club 
party, although he said he saw her 
twice slap him. 

Scates said, however, that “on one 
occasion” he saw Root drag his 
wife from an automobile “with a 
head-lock” then “knock her down” 
and follow her into the Root home 
“to strike her again.” 

“I told him I'd beat hell out of 
him if he didn’t quit,’’ said Scates, 
who admitted that Mrs. Root and 
Mrs, Scates had once “chased” him 
and Brenton Root when they saw 
them “riding in a car with some 
girls.”

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PRELIMINARY FINDINGS 
ON SMOKE AND CANCER 


City Dwellers Three Times 
More Susceptible to Lung Ail- 
ment Than Rural Persons. 


City dwellers, breathing smoke- 
filled air a good part of the year, 
are three times more likely to de- 
velop cancer of the lung than are 
persons living in the country, ac- 
cording to a study now being made 
at the Barnard Free Skin and Can- 
cer Hospital. 

This announcement was made in 
a report on medical work at the 
hospital, which was read by Dr. 
Fred J. Taussig at the annual meet- 
ing yesterday of the institution's 
association. The research on soot 
and its relation to the increase in 
cancer is as yet incomplete. 

During the last year, however, 46 
research studies were made at the 
hospital, Dr, Major Seelig, head of 
that department, reported. 

A study is now being carried on 
by the social service department to 
learn why patients delay in seeking 
treatment. Speakers were agreed 
that cancer sufferers who apply 
early for treatment are most likely 
to recover. 

The medical report, written by 
Dr. M. F. Engman, emphasized the 
hospital’s shortage of radium, The 
present supply is 160 milligrams, 
whereas 300 is needed. Elaborating 
on that point, Dr. Ellis Fischel ex- 
plained to the 50 visitors present 
that more radium is needed to treat [ 
early cases of cancer. These re- 
ceive greatest benefit when given 
radium. 

Radium is now applied to the 
cancer patient for longer periods of 
time, he said. “For certain severe 
types we are forced to use half our 
supply on one patient for five toten 
days. Because of the shortage, 
some patients who have new cases 
of cancer have to wait four to six 
weeks for treatment, Dr. Fischel 
said. The price of radium, in 
spite of steady declines, is still $40 
a milligram. 

Dr. Taussig pointed out that an 
X-ray machine in use at the hos- 
pital for 11 years is now obsolete, 
New equipment and more assist- 
ants will be needed soon, he said. 

Eight Directors Re-elected. 

Eight directors of the 3l-year- 
old free institution were re-elected 
at the meeting. They were Dr. 
Engman, Daniel K. Catlin, J. Lion- 
berger Davis, Frank D. Hammar, 
Charles M. Huttig, Allen C. Orrick, 
John Shepley and Horace M. 
Swope. 

Total income last year was $77,- 
210, as compared with $60,182 the 
year before. Funds came from 
gifts, endowments and an aliot- 
ment from United Charities. The 
estate of Mrs. George D. Barnard 
contributed $25,000 last year. Ex- 
penses of the hospital increased 
10 per cent, Shepley, treasurer of 
the institution, reported. 

Last year there was a 20 per cent 
greater increase in new patients at 
the hospital than there was two 
years previous, and 25 per cent 
more operations were performed, 
it was announced. Bed capacity 
of the hospital is 42. 

The meeting yesterday marked 
the opening of a new skin clinic 
and reception room on the third 
floor of the building at 3427 Wash- 
ington boulevard. A former store- 
room was remodeled at a cost of 
$7500 and is now used for the skin 
clinic. The change was made to 
relieve overcrowding on the first 
floor. 


MISSOURI-NEW YORK ESTATE 
FIGHT IN U. S. SUPREME COURT 


Plea Made for Dismissal of Appeal 
Filed by Officials of This 
’ State. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—The 
Supreme Court was told yesterday 
that Missouri officials had asked 
“the Supreme Court of the United 
States to spank New York courts.” 
Attorneys for Herman D. Cornell 
of Los Angeles made the statement 
in asking the Supreme Court to 
dismiss an appeal filed by Missouri 
officials asking that they have 
control of $65,000 worth of assets in 
New York of the estate of Kath- 
aryn Oglesby Cornell, who died in 
Kansas City in 1933. 

Mrs. Cornell's divorced husband 
was recognized by New York 
courts as the administrator despite 
pleas of Roy McKittrick, Missouri 
Attorney-General, and William T. 
Alford, Public Administrator of 
Kansas City. 

The Missouri officials contend 
Mrs. Cornell was a resident there 
and that $5400 in inheritance taxes 
were due the State. 

Cornell probated ‘his wife’s will 
in California courts. He told the 
Supreme Court yesterday that Mis- 
souri officials “have merely had 
their feelings hurt” because New 
York courts “preferred to show 
their deference to the California 
courts.” 

Cornell said that Alford started 
Administrator proceedings in Kan- 
sas City “on the day of the fu- 
neral,” when he was not “able to 
get possession” of the will later 
handled by California courts.

R. R. Sayers, senior surgeon for

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GOVERNMENT MOVES 
10 ISMISS FLM SUM 


Wants to Reinstitute Action in 
Different Form, in View of 
Court Rulings. 


A motion to dismiss the Govern- 
ment’s movie injunction suit, with- 
out prejudice, leaving the way open 
to reinstitute it on somewhat differ- 
ent lines, was filed before Federal 
Judge Joseph W. Molyneaux today 
by Special Assistant Attorney-Gen- _ 
eral Russell Hardy. 

Court adjourned until 19 a. m. to- 
morrow without a ruling on the 
motion, in order to give the de- 
fense, which objected to the dis- 
missal, time to look up the law on 
the subject. 

Judge Molyneaux expressed the 
opinion that the Government had 
the “absolute right” to dismiss the 
suit, but agreed to a delay in order 
to hear the defense. He suggested 
that examination of past decisio.1s 
in the local circuit of the Federal 
courts would disclose some cases in 
point. 

Defendants are Warner Bros., 
ests, which the Government sought 
to enjoin from withholding films 
from Fanchon & Marco’s Ambassa- 
dor, Missouri and Grand Central 
theaters. 

Hardy told the Court he offered 
his motion in view of the rulings 
the Judge had made against ad- 
missibility of various matters of 
evidence offered by the Govern- 
ment. He said he desired oppor- 
tunity to bring a new suit and 
name as defendants, in addition to 
the corporations, “the principal 
actors in the drama.” Some of the 
testimony ruled out by the Judge 
had to do with statements attrib- 
uted to some of the executives of 
the defendant companies. 

In objecting to the motion, de 
fense counsel admitted that they 
were not familiar with the law as 
to whether in an equity proceeding 
such as this the plaintiff had the 
right to drop the action when the 
case had progressed so far. 

_ Presentation of the Government's 
case in chief had entered the fourth 
week yesterday, with the prospect 
of conclusion shortly. 

- Rulings Against Government. 

_Two important rulings by the 
. Court yesterday went against the 

Government. Harry C. Arthur Jr. 
of Los Angeles, vice-president of 
Fancohn & Marco, testified to con- 
versations with representatives of 
Warners in which the latter made 
what the Government alleged were 
threats against Fanchon & Marco. 
The Judge ruled this evidence off 
the record, upholding a defense ob- 
jection that Arthur and Jack Allan 
Partington, president of Fanchon & 


offices at the time to buy pictures 
or on other business and that, 
therefore, anything said by War- 
ners’ officials was not binding on 
the company. 

Arthur’s testimony was much the 

same as in the trial of a conspiracy 
suit in the film matter here last 
autumn, in which the same corpo- 
rate interests and a group of their 
executives were acquitted. Arthur 
related that he and Partington went 
to Warners to make peace when 
they heard Warners intended to 
fight Fanchon & Marco in St. Louis. 
He said they were told Warners 
“had hothing against them or 
- against Fanchon & Marco, but that 
they were “the lambs to be slaugh- 
tered,” since Warners had been un- 
able to acquire the three theaters 
here from a bondholders’ commit- 
tee. The witness added that the 
Warner officials told him they 
would throw their resources into 
the struggle to hold the first-run 
movie business. 

Sustains Defense Objections. 

Judge Molyneaux, remarking that 
he would not take time to state his 
reasons, also sustained defense ob- 
jections to admission of records of 
the Shubert and Orpheum theaters, 
which Warners opened after Fan- 
chon & Marco obtained the other 
houses. The Government contend- 
ed that this evidence was vital to 
its case, as tending to show that 

_ Warners had carried out a threat 
to employ all their resources in op- 
posing Fanchon & Marco. 
The records, the Government as- 
serted, would prove that Warners 
were losing about $1000 a month on 
the Orpheum and Shubert. War- 
ners’ counsel, arguing that the rec- 
ords were irrelevant and immater- 
ial, said that if they were admitted 
the defense would bring in a mass 
of evidence to show Warners were 
} not losing money here. The de- 
. fense lawyer added that previous 
testimony was to the effect that 

arners had notified the bondhold- 
ers’ committee before negotiations 
for the group of three theaters 
were completed that they did not 
intend to be driven from St. Louis.

He failed in several appearances be- 
fore the investigating committee, 
but later claimed he had not been 
given sufficient time to prepare his 
case against Secretary of Commerce 
Roper and other officials. 


Says He Was Spied Upon. 

“It is well understood in Wash- 
ington,” Mitchell said, in an inter- 
view given out before he left for 
Macon, “that those who criticise the 
New Deal are very likely to suffer 
reprisals and may be supject to va- 
rious kinds of espionage and inves- 
tigations by secret -service men, 
postoffice inspectors, income tax ex- 
aminers and others.” 

At the height of the turmoil cre- 
ated by his charges Mitchell de- 
dared he had been subjected to: 
t espionage 

that preceded his removal. 
He charged that his mail was 
opened and his telephone wires 


“The New Deal is slipping rapid- 
ly in Missouri,” Mitchell said.

NEW CATHOLIC PROTEST 
10 MEXICAN PRESIDENT 


Charges ‘‘Religious Persecu- 
tion,’ Asks for Restoration 
of Certain Church Liberties. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 28.—Charg- 
ing that “a state of religious per- 
secution exists in Mexico,” the 
Catholic Episcopate of Mexico, in 
an open letter to President Lazaro 
Cardenas, made public: yesterday, 
asked for restoration of certain 
‘church liberties. 

The statement, dated Nov. 23, 
1935, and signed by all Mexican 
Archbishops and Bishops, replied to 
a Government announcement of No- 
vember which turned down a peti- 
tion for modification of laws regu- 
lating the church’s activities and 
its rights to own property. 

The Archbishops and Bishops 
said they could not accept the offi- 
cial viewpoint that the church en- 
joys religious liberty, and took spe- 
cial exception to the statement that 
Socialistic education, by preventing 
instruction in any specific religion, 
“respects all religions.” 

“The real reason why religious 


instruction is not allowed has been 
repeatedly given,” the church state- 
ment said. “It has been said to 
the point of satiation that religious 
education is prohibited because it 
is harmful to the souls of children, 
since through it are communicated 
errors, superstitions and all kinds 
of blunders.” 

The Statement contained a peti- 
tion in which the church asked the 
Government: 


(1) That it restore to Catholics 
all churches seized or closed since 
1914, as, the church statement said, 
those now open are insufficient for 
the 16,000,000 Catholics in Mexico. 

(2) That it approve future peti- 
tions for the opening of new 
churches. 

(3) That state legislatures be 
forced to abrogate laws “illegally” 
limiting the number of priests al- 
lowed to officiate in each state. 

(4) That Catholic seminaries “il- 
legally” closed be permitted to re- 
open. 

(5) That church annexes be re- 


stored in order to permit installa- 
tion of offices and homes for 
priests. 

(6) That the Secretariat of Edu- 
cation be ordered to prohibit teach- 
ers from giving anti-religious in- 
struction, and that anti-religious 
posters, propaganda and so forth 
be removed from the schools. 

(7) That all official departments 
and dependencies be prohibited 
from distributing anti-religious 
propaganda.

Thus if the unit rule is broken 
down by Smith and his co-workers, 
individual delegates will have a 
chance to express their views on 
Roosevelt and the New Deal. In 
other words, the minority members 
of a state delegation will be given 
a chance to voice their opinions in 
the convention and not merely in 
the state caucus. 


Fight on Indorsement. 

Whatever the outcome on -the 
rules, Smith will fight another bat- 
tle on the Resolutions Committee's 
indorsement of the President and 
the New Deal. As he said at the 
Liberty League dinner, he is wor- 
ried about what this committee will 
report. He is smart enough to know 
that the committee will be com- 
pelled to give a fulsome indorse- 
ment of the President and the New 
Deal and that it will bring in the 
names of Jefferson, Jackson, Cleve- 
land and Wilson. At the recent 
National Committee meeting Mayor 
Hague of Jersey City, who was one 
of Smith’s keymen at Chicago, but 
is now a Roosevelt supporter, spon- 
sored a similar indorsement calling 
for unanimous support by the Na- 
tional Committeemen and women. 
Gov. Talmadge of Georgia, an anti- 
Roosevelt Democrat, spoiled the 
unanimity, however, by thundering 
an emphatic “no.” 

Assuming that Farley has the 
convention well in hand and that 
the Resolutions Committee follows 
his instructions, the indorsement 
will be, as Smith predicted Satur- 
day night: 

“We, the representatives of the 
Democratic party in convention as- 
sembled, heartily indorse the Demo- 
cratic administration.”

BAINBRIDGE COLBY ASSAILS 
NEW DEAL AS SOCIALISTIC 


| Former Cabinet Member Says Nul- 
lification Is Greatest Danger 
Country Faces. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.—Bain- 
bridge Colby, :former law partner 
of Woodrow Wilson and Secretary 
\of State during the last year of the 
Wilson administration, said 
night that efforts to nullify the Con- 
stitution were the greatest danger 
facing the United States. He also’ 
said, in his speech before the Wom- | 
en’s Patriotic Conference on Na- 
tional Defense, that the Socialists 
had nearly captured the Democratic 
party and converted it to their uses. 
The speech was broadcast. 

He said there were persons in 
the country who did not understand 
the United States would abolish 
the Constitution if they could or, 
failing that, would like to amend it. 
Failing that, Colby said, “they are 
resorting to a conspiracy to nulli- 
fy the Constitution.” 

Colby said laws to extend the ac- 
tivities of the Federal Government 
into prohibited fields originated in 
the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment and were “crowded through” 
the legislative branch “by executive 
coercion and the use of favor and 
patronage that amounts to moral 
bribery.” 

He spoke of efforts to pass laws 
to substitute for ones rejected by 
the Supreme Court and called this 
“nullification by iteration or repe- 
tition.” 


$520,000,000 TAX RISE 
ANNOUNCED IN GERMANY 


Increase in Next Fiscal Year Néc- 
essary Partly Because of Re- 
armament Cost.

BERLIN, Jan. 28.—Germany may 
expect a tax increase of 1,300,000,- 
000 marks (approximately $520,000,- 
000) in the next fiscal year be- 
cause of expenditures including re- 
armament, it was disclosed yester- 
day. 

Fritz Reinhardt, State Secretary 
of the Ministry of Finance, an- 
nounced that the Nazi taxation pro- 
gram brought in 7,190,400,000 marks 
in the nine months ended Dec. 31, 
as compared to 6,081,500,000 marks 
during the same period in 1934 and 
5 147,800,000 in 1933. 

Reinhardt said the 1936 fiscal year 
“must and will” be better than 1935. 
“These increases are urgently nec- 
essary to cover anticipated expendi- 
tures and for financing the rebuild- 
ing of the German military,” he

QUESTION FOR THE G. O. P. |

When the Ramspeck bill, which would extend clas- 
sified civil service to postmasterships of the first, sec- 
ond and@ third classes, came up for discussion in the 
House of Representatives on the unanimous consent 
calendar, it was not some job-hungry Democrat, but 
a ranking Republican—Representative Harry C. 


‘the important Rules Committee and one of the lead- 
ers on the Republican side—who raised the objection 
which prevented action. 

What was the Republican Congressman’s reason? 
He gave none and thus placed his party in the in- 
defensible position of appearing to oppose civil ser- 
vice reform as an activity in government. That the 
Ramspeck bill might go farther than it does can be 
granted readily. But it is a step in the right direc- 
tion ata time when every such step is sorely needed. 
Under present regulations governing the selection 
of first, second and third-class postmasters, the threc 
candidates who score highest on the civil service ex- 
amination become eligible for the postmastership, the 
office in the end going to the one who has the sup- 
port of the local leader of the party in power. The 
point has well been made that in reality the po- 
litical leader confers just as much of a favor on the 
chosen candidate in taking him from among three 
as if the selection were made from 100. Manifestly, 
a change from this spoils system to the automatic 
filling of postmasterships by the highest scorer in 
the examination is a change decidedly worth making. 
The fact that President Roosevelt and Postmaster- 
General Farley have indorsed the Ramspeck Dill 
would mean more if they had not by the works of 
the present administration already shown themselves 
to be willing to sacrifice civi' service to party pa- 
tronage. What they have brought to pass is striking- 
ly told in Lawrence Sullivan's article, “Our New 
Spoils System,” in the Atlantic Monthly for Febru- 
ary. In the first_20 years of the civil service sys- 
tem, the percentage of Federal employes under civil 
service rose from 10.5 to 51.2 in 1904. This increase 
continued steadily before and after the war, the per- 
centage under the Wilson administration being 67.2, 
under the Coolidge administration 74.8 and under the 
Hoover administration 80.8. On June 30, 1935, after 
Franklin D. Roosevelt had been in office only a lit- 
tle more than two years, the percentage had fallen 
back to 57—substantially to where it stood 30 years 
ago. . 

The explanation that it was necessary to staff the 
emergency administrations quickly, without waiting 
for civil service indorsements, will no longer do. 
Moreover, as Representative John J. Cochran of St. 
Louis pointed out on the House floor the other day, 
investigation of the names on the payrolls of the new 
agencies discloses that the nepotism of which mem- 
bers of Congress have been guilty is not unknown 
in the administrative offices. The St. Louis Repre- 
sentative is right when he says that Congress should 
be extremely careful in giving officials of permanent 
organizations in the Government the power of ap- 
pointment without regard to civil service. 

A qualified public service, secure from periodic 
disruption solely because one political party has de- 
feated another at the polls, is one of the most urgent 
of our governmental needs, It is not a party issue 
and should not be so characterized.

WE REMAIN SKEPTICAL. 
In the letter column today, Commander-in-Chief 
Van Zandt of the Veterans of Foreign Wars says 
that the predictions of a demand for a general World 
War service pension by veterans’ organizations are 
“ridiculous” and “absurd.” Mr. Van Zandt’s letter 
would have been more persuasive if he had not cited 
“precedent” in support of his argument. 
“Precedent” testifies otherwise. After many years, 
the G. A. R. finally succeeded in legalizing pensions 
for ALL Civil War veterans, despite the fact that 
ALL Civil War veterans were not disabled. All Civil 
War veterans, irrespective of injuries, disease or dis- 
ability, are entitled to a pension provided only they 
were in service for 90 days and were honorably dis- 
charged. 
In the case of Spanish War veterans, 235,000 pen- 
sions were being paid by 1932, though the total cas- 
ualties in the Spanish War, the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion and the China relief expedition (which three 
campaigns are lumped together in the records), were 
15,885, including the killed and those who died of 
wounds and disease. It is a notorious fact that, since 
1920, when the requirement of service-connected dis- 
abilities was dropped, pensions have been granted 
on a wholesale scale to Spanish War veterans whose 
disabilities, it any, are not such as to interfere with 
their regular occupations, 

We should like to think that Mr. Van Zandt’s or- 
ganization will reverse the course of history, but, 
however strong may be its present efforts in that 
direction, we cannot believe it will succeed.

The campaign of anti-Semitism now raging in Cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe is “the most terrible calam- 
ity that has befallen the Jewish people within the 
memory of living man,” says a resolution adopted 
by the National Council of Jewish Federations and 
Welfare Funds in its sessions here. The sweeping 
statement cannot be denied, in view of the systematic 
throttling of the Jews in Germany, the critical situ- 
ation in Poland, the outbursts in other countries.

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MR. HIRTH’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Hirth’s statement of his position on State is- 
sues is, by and large, an excellent one. When he an- 
nounced his candidacy, he devoted his remarks, to 
the single State issue that transcends all others, 
namely, the domination of Missouri Democratic poli- 


tics by a single person, Thomas J. Pendergast of 


Kansas City. Now, after repeating that he regards 
Pendergastism as Issue No. 1, he gives his views on 
other subjects deeply affecting the State’s welfare. 

It is refreshing to read what he has to say about 
economy. Every politico since the Stone Age, we sup- 
pose, has spoken piously of economy, but Mr. Hirth 
sounds as though he really means it. Linked with 
his promise to eliminate “hundreds of needless job- 
holders” is a proposal that the State’s antiquated 
tax structure be overhauled to compel “hidden 
wealth” to pay its fair share. If we are somewhat 
skeptical about his ability to bring about this re- 
form, it is because so many others have failed to 
do so. We await further details of how Mr. Hirth 
proposes to go about it. 

Mr. Hirth favors putting teeth into the election 
laws, so that, vote buyers and sellers will be visited 
with heavy punishment; a permanent registration 
law; a square deal for fire insurance policyholders; 
workable and adequate old-age pensions;- repeal of 
the sales tax “as soon as possible’; chain store leg- 
islation; improvement of rural schools; a farm-to- 
market road system; revision of the criminal code; 
a law permitting towns and cities the right to adopt 
municipal ownership of public utilities by a majority 
vote; game and fish conservation, etc. 

Perhaps the most striking feature of Mr. Hirth’s 
statement, however, is his attitude toward the Legis- 
lature. Unless the Legislature can be improved, and 
this, of course, involves the force of an awakened 
public opinion, there can be no such thing as an 
intelligent and progressive administration of State 
affairs. Mr. Hirth proposes, first, to force legisla- 
tive candidates to submit to an “acid test” question- 
naire of what they stand for; second, to consider seri- 
ously the establishment of a one-chamber legislature, 
following the Nebraska experiment; third, to create 
a legislative council, like the one in Kansas, to sit 
between sessions and formulate necessary legislation. 

In these proposals, Mr. Hirth goes to fundamentals 
and sets up a real challenge to his Democratic op- 
ponent, Maj. Stark, and the Republican candidate, 
Mr. Winter. Maj. Stark, in a burst of excessive cheer- 
fulness at the Jackson day dinner at Springfield, 
said: “Here in our own State of Missouri, thanks 
to the business-like administration of Gov. Park, we 
have nothing from which our opponents can create 
an issue.”

John J. (Spot) Reagan, accused of murdering Clif- 
ford Appler May 1, 1933, has been denied bail by 
Judge Douglas following a trial which resulted in a 
jury disagreement.

The Function of the Supreme Court 


ECENTLY on several occasions the Su- 
R preme Court has felt called upon to ex- 

plain what it does when it holds a statute 
to be unconstitutional. In these cases “the 
judicial branch of the Government has only 
one duty,” said Mr. Justice Roberts—"'to lay 
the article of the Constitution which is in- 
voked beside the statute which is chal- 
lenged and to decide whether the latter 
squares with the former. . . This court 
neither approves nor condemns any legisla- 
tive policy. Its delicate and difficult office 
is to ascertain and declare whether the legis- 
lation is irr accordance with, or in contraven- 
tion of, the provisions of the Constitution; 
and having done that, its duty ends.” The 
same view was stated by Mr. Justice Stone: 
“Courts are concerned only with the power 
to enact statutes, not with their wisdom.” 

The court would not perhaps feel called 
upon to reiterate this doctrine so frequently 
if it were not aware that the doctrine is 
not universally understood and accepted. 
The plain fact of the matter is that the doc- 
trine is not wholly intelligible to the lay 
mind. The ordinary man finds it hard to 
understand why, if, as the court seems to 
be saying, it has no concern with wisdom, 
but has only to compare two texts, its office 
is so “delicate and difficult”; nor why judges 
themselves often differ so sharply about 
the texts; nor why, for example, it did 
not become clear until the year 1936 that 
Hamilton and Story rather than Madison 
had the “correct” view of the “general wel- 
fare” clause. It is a very real question 
whether the doctrine as presented to the 
lay mind is sufficiently convincing to with- 
stand the strain of a long series of decisions 
that challenge the actions of Congress.

When Mr. Justice Stone says that courts 
are concerned only with the power to enact 
statutes, not with their wisdom, he will be 
understood by many as implying that the 
powers of Congress and the powers reserved 
to the states are clearly defined. But is it 
not the essence of the matter that there is 
a large area in which the respective powers 
of Congress and the states are not defined— 
are not defined in language so plain that 
Congress and the President can have no 
reasonable doubt? Surely, this is the actual 
situation in the controversial matters. The 
Constitution calls for a Federal union in 
which some powers belong to Congress and 
others to the states. But the Constitution, 
as originally written, does not and could 
not have anticipated all the powers that 
government would exercise in the course of 
a century and a half, and therefore it did 
not and could not have distributed every 
conceivable power precisely as between Con- 
gress and the states. 

If, by some miracle of prophetic insight, 
the authors of the Constitution had been 
able to define and distribute precisely every 
power of government, these particular ques- 
tions would present no difficulty to the 
court. The reason why men differ honestly 
and with conviction, the reason why opinion 
in these matters is not unanimous in Con- 
gress or even in the Supreme Court itself, 
is that there is a large area in which the 
distribution of powers is not defined. And 
what the court has to do when a contro- 
versy arises in this disputed area is to de- 
termine how power shall be distributed. 

This determination, as the court insists, 
ought not to depend on whether the Judges 
think the statute is wise.- But must the 
court not inevitably decide whether it thinks 


that such a distribution of novel powers is 
wise? Some organ of the Government has 
to decide such questions. For, lacking an 
exhaustive definition of all the conceivable 
powers that government may wish to exer- 
cise, these questions must continually be 
raised. 

Obviously Congress cannot be the judge of 
its own powers as against the states. For 
in that event the states would be at the 
mercy of congressional majorities. The in- 
dividual states cannot be the judges. For 
in that event there would be no union. Some- 
body must arbitrate these disputes about 
the distribution of power. And if the Su- 
preme Court did not exist to arbitrate them, 
some other tribunal would have to be cre- 
ated to fulfill precisely the same function. 
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Now the decision as to how powers not 
already defined shall be distributed cannot 
be deduced by a kind of automatic logical 
process from the words of the Constitution. 
The decision has inevitably to be a judgment 
of how novel power can be most wisely dis- 
tributed in the kind of government which 
exists in America. 

In these high and ultimate questions the 
court cannot, of course, decide in accord- 
ance with the personal view of the Judges 
as to what sort of government they might 
like to see. When they are not bound by 
the letter of the Constitution, they are bound 
by its spirit. That is the reason why their 
office is so “delicate and difficult.” They 
cannot rely upon the letter of a text. If 
they could, their office would be neither 
delicate nor difficult. They have to rely 
upon the spirit, the intent, the genius of 
American institutions. 

In this final duty which they perform 
they have to exercise the highest kind of 
political wisdom. They have to determine 
whether in a matter where a definitive text 
is lacking, some novel development of gov- 
ernment powers is consistent with the liv- 
ing principle of the Government as a whole.

If this is the real function of the court, 
would it not perhaps be better to recognize 
it and to trust the people to see how indis- 
pensable and how rational it is? Il know 
that there are some who hold that popular 
respect for the courts would be undermined 
if the people were not taught to believe 
that in the realm of constitutional construc- 
tion the court merely “finds” the law that 
is there. My impression is that, on the 
contrary, popular respect is being dimin- 
ished by a continual insistence that the 
court merely finds the law though Congress 
and even some of the Justices cannot find 
it. Is not all this a little too much like the 
effort to preserve the chastity of a youth 
by refusing to tell him the facts of life? 
Would it not be better to take the adult 
view that the truth is the best of all ways 
of defending the Constitution and the court? 

It seems to me that the American people 
are quite capable of understanding that the 
Constitution does not precisely define the 
distribution of all powers—that someone 
must arbitrate in disputed questions—that 
Congress cannot be the final judge of its 
powers—that the states cannot be the final 
judges of their powers—that, if there is to 
be a Federal Government, an agency must 
exist which is the final judge, subject of 
course to the right of the people to amend 
the Constitution. If this view were popu- 
larly accepted, the question of 5-to-4 or

These developments are import- 
ant.

As this column has remarked in 
recapitulating a national survey, 
there is no part of the United States 
where there is not a marked recov- 
ery, and none where the mental at- 
titude is not optimistic. Mental at- 
titude is nearly the whole cause of 
either good or bad times. 

Another highly important obser- 
vation is that notwithstanding all 
this local recovery, Townsendism is 
as strong in Connecticut as any- 
where else I have visited. It was 
also strong in the depression-proof 
area of Battle Creek. The meaning 
of that might be that the promise 
of $200 a month to the aged is not, 
like “share-our-wealth,” just a by- 
product of extreme depression and 
destitution. 

It seems to be surging forward 
with astonishing strength and mo- 
mentum everywhere, and nowhere 
with more success than in these 
areas of minimum suffering.

This passing suggestion was the 
initial bit of royal intrigue to get 
the heir to the throne some day 
safely and wisely married. 

David was six and a half years 
old when his parents took him, with 
his brother Albert and sister Mary, 
on a hurried journey to- Osborne, on 
the Isle of Wight. The great Queen 
Victoria was dying. And just as 
twilight was falling on the late af- 
ternoon of Jan. 22, 1901, the strong 
and indomitable spirit gave in. 

The grandfather whom he loved 
so passionately—the genial, thwart- 
ed and frustrated Edward—was 
now King. He was almost 60 years 
old. To his many fine qualities 
was added the gift of common 
sense. He knew what it was to be 
Prince of Wales—and grow old and 
tired and discouraged as Prince of 
Wales. He knew how much the 
severe discipline and Arthurian 
idea of royal prerogatives had cost 
him in the enjoyment of the ordi- 
nary things of life. And now King, 
with his own word at long last a

Finally Da- 
vid lured him over toward a sweet- 
shop in the corner of the grounds 
where a group of his friends were 
in waiting, and “stuck” the Czar 
for a treat all the way round. Pock- 
et money for cadets, David includ- 
ed, was limited to a shilling a week, 
and not even a future King could 
run up a charge account. 

After two years at the naval pre- 
paratory school at Osborne, David 
entered the Royal Nava! College at 
Dartmouth. He passed the regular 
examination in English, history, 
arithmetic, algebra, geometry, 
French or German, and Latin.

The Other Edwards 


@ Edward I — (1239-1307) baptized 
Edward, after Edward the Con- 
fessor, was an orthodox churchman. 
devoted to rough sports and military 
exercises; in 1295 set up the first 
Model Parliament; conquered the prin- 
cipality of Wales, but never realized 
his great ambition to effect a thorough 
conquest of Scotland. 
@ Edward Il—(1284-1327) although 
trained by Edward I in warfare 
and statecraft, was an extravagant and 
frivolous fellow who abandoned the 
Scots campaign. After being betrayed 
by his wife, and deserted by his fol- 
lowers he was deposed, imprisoned and 
finally put to death. : 
@ Edward III — (1312-1377) was 
noted for his liberal, kindly good 
nature; loved military glory; renewed 
the Scots campaign, and the persis- 
tence with which he urged his pre- 
tensions to the French crown was the 
beginning of events which led to the 
Hundred Years’ War; established the 
Order of the Garter to fulfill a vow 
to restore the Round Table of Arthur. 
@ Edward IV—(1442-1483) had a 
turbulent but comparatively unim- 
portant reign, historically; bought out 
in the short French war of 1475, he 
invested his wealth in partnership with 
London merchants and increased his 
personal popularity by avoiding heavy 
taxation, 
@ Edward V—(1470-1483) said to 
have been smothered under a pil- 
low in the Tower of London at the 
command of his paternal uncle, 
Richard, Duke of Gloucester, he is 
thought to have survived his father, 
Edward IV by only four months. 
@ Edward VI— (1537-1553) only 
child of Henry VIII by his third 
wife, Jane Seymour, was but 9 years 
old when he succeeded his father as 
King of England and Ireland and su- 
preme head of the church; living to 
be only 16, his seven years on the 
throne left little trace of individual 
influence on the course of history. 
@® Edward VII—(1841-1910) beloved 
by men and women of every class 
and known as Edward the Peace- 
maker, his royal title was enlarged by 
Parliament to “Edward VII, by the 
grace of God, of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and of 
all the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, King, Defender of the Faith, 
Emperor of India’; possessor of the 
genuine affection and confidence of 
the people, he brought the Crown into 
active public life and added to the 
popularity of English kingship. 
and not ensigns, as in the United 
States navy. 

Edward's father plunked down 
the 75 pounds ($375) annual tuition 
fee, and as is the custom guaran- 
teed that when he became an officer 
the Prince would have a private in- 
come of roughly 200 pounds ($1000) 
a year, besides his pay. It is and

0 before he would be 16, tragedy 
was to crash down on _ the 
young Prince, David's great friend, 
the man who understood and sym- 
pathized with him, his grandfather, 
Edward VII, suddenly died from a 
heart attack, complicated by a se- 
vere bronchial trouble. 
Seven Kings of Europe followed 
the coffin of the grand monarch. 
In a carriage with his brother

N a May night in 1910, a month 


and sister, rode the new heir to the 
throne. He was riding straight into 
destiny. From this moment on he 
would be the center of the eyes of 
the world. 


On his sixteenth birthday, six 
weeks after the passing of Edward, 
King George gave him, along with 
many new titles, the title of Prince 
of Wales and Earl of Chester. 


The one title that the heir of a 
new King automatically inherits 
is that of Duke of Cornwall. In 
cidentally, it is from the proper- 
ties of the Duchy of Cornwall 
scattered over several West coun- 
ties and with large holdings in the 
City of Greater London, that the 
major part of the income of the 
Prince of Wales is derived. 


A little more than a year after 
the death of his grandfather, and 
the day preceding his own seven- 
teenth birthday, David attended 
the coronation of his father and 
mother as King and Queen. When 
in the colorful and magnificent 
ceremony it came his turn to pay 
homage to the King, one of those 
unforgettable though tiny incidents 
happened that now and again make 
history a warm and human record 
of men rather than events. 

Kneeling before the King the 
slender, blond boy, with his blue 
eyes opened wide to the beauty and 
pomp of this touching scene, said 
in a voice faltering with emotion: 


“I, Prince of Wales, do become 
your liegeman_ of life and limb, 
and of earthly worship; and faith 
and trust I will bear unto you, to 
live and die, against all manner 
of folks. So help me God.” 


Then the lad rose to his feet 
and touching the crown, kissed his 
father on his left cheek. So ten- 
der was the moment that the King 
forgot the great assembly of lords 
and ladies gathered there, and in 
one sweep of emotion drew this 
gentle son of his to him and kissed 
him in turn on the cheek. It was 
not King and Prince—it was fa- 
ther and son. 


Three weeks later at Carnarvon 
Castle in Wales, came the formal 
ceremony of investiture with the 
robes and appurtenances of his 
title as Prince of Wales. It was 
the revival of an historic. cere- 
mony that had been dropped since 
1616, but at the earnest demand 
of all Wales it had now been re- 
vived. Lloyd George, swiftly ad- 
vancing into the height of his pow- 
er, was Sheriff of Carnarvon Cas- 
tle, and it was through his person- 
al influence that this spot — had 
been chosen for the investiture. 


David's naval school days were 
now drawing to a close. He still 
had hopes of a life at sea, and it 
was a happy boy who boarded the 
Hindustan, a British cruiser com- 
manded by a former shipmate of 
his father. Here for three months 
he lived the ordinary life of a Mid- 
shipman, but with the added respon- 
sibility of absorbing special and 
comprehensive naval instruction 
that ordinarily would be dragged 
through several years of sea train- 
ing. 

In the British Navy they call a 
midshipman a “snotty,” and a 
“snotty’s” life leaves much to be 
desired. For one thing he is the 
victim of two games called “Forks 
in the Beams” ana “Dogs of War,”

It seems that when the senior mem- 
bers of the midshipmen's mess want 
the “snotties’” to clear out pronto, 
a mess fork is stuck in the wooden 
partition and twanged. If any 
“snotty” is still within the mess 
hall when the fork has stopped vi- 
brating there are well-placed kicks 
and belt-wallopings. The Prince 
soon learned that the iron gun- 
room door was narrow and unbend- 
ing, and when some senior shouted 
“Fork in the Beams’ he was first 
in the rush for the exit. 

The little pastime of “Dogs of 
War” was much rougher. When the 
junior officer in charge of the gun- 
room had his mighty ire aroused 
at any individual, he would shout 
“Dogs of War—out, Jones.” If Jones 
~or whatever his name might be— 
was not inordinately quick on his 
feet or very husky, he was pounced 
on by his mates and unceremoni- 
ously tossed out. Edward quickly 
learned both ends of that game, too. 

All in all, those months on the 
good ship Hindustan were among 
the happiest in the Prince’s whole 
life. He was away from staring 
crowds that already were dogging 
his footsteps. He was in a little 
steel-bound world, inaccessible and 
secure, and among lads of his own 
age. 

But when he got back to London 
from his three months’ cruise, he 
was told he was not to go to sea 
again, and that he must prepare for 
Oxford. Later he might serve a year 
or two in the army, but his dream 
of the sea was ended. 

It was a shock that he was a 
long time getting over. His am- 
bition was checked; he was griev- 
ously disappointed and suffered 
deeply from a sense of frustration. 
This god of duty had again stepped 
in the way of his normal life. 

For some time he and his father 
settled down at Sandringham 
House and dug into the work of 
preparing to enter college. But 
somehow that longing for the sea 
and this sense of frustration 


would not down, and finally Mr. 
Hansell strongly recommended 
that he be allowed to take. his 
royal charge to Paris. He would 
not only be able to greatly improve 
his French there and to open new 
vistas to his mind, but once in 
beautiful Paris, the young Prince 
might forget the sea that had 
been denied him. 

Finally it was,decided that he 
was to visit the home of the Mar- 
quis and Marquise de Breuteuil, in 
their Paris home overlooking the 
Are de Triomphe. The Marquise 
was an American, the former Miss 
Garner of New York, and she and 
her husband had entertained the 
Prince's father and mother in 1908, 


for a brief visit to London to 

celebrate his eighteenth birth- 
day. the Prince enjoyed Paris and 
the countryside. He was entertain- 
ed by thé French fleet, went down 
in a French submarine, visited the 
artillery and munition works at La 
Creusot and saw the firing of the 
new French “75” — which two 
short years later was to have such 
an important part in saving Paris 
from the great German thrust. 

Then on an October day in 1912 
the Prince, accompanied by his tu- 
tor, Mr. Hansell, and his equerry, 
Maj. W. G. Cadogan of the Tenth 
Hussars, left the train at Oxford 
Station and drove down the nar- 
row winding streets of the old 
University town of Magdalen Col- 
lege. Magdalen was one of the 
smaller of the Oxford group, with 
a student body of barely 150 un- 
dergraduates. 

It was a shy, sensitive, slender 
lad, only recently turned 18, who 
was shown to his rooms in The 
Cloisters, the oldest of the Dbuild- 
ings of the Magdalen quadrangle, 

In addition to the ordinary two- 
room suite, the Prince had been 
given an extra living room. This 
was the single material concession 
made to his position. When his 
grandfather, Edward, had attended 
Oxford he had matriculated at 
Christ Church, one Of the larger 
colleges, and had been fitted out 
with a house removed from the 
college grounds, with a retinue of 
servants, etc. He wore a special 
gown and at all lectures was given 
a special seat of honor. 

Not so the present Prince of 
Wales, He was tossed head first 
into the life of the college and uni- 
versity. His one wish was to merge 
quickly into the quiet stream of 
normal existence. The last thing 
he wanted was any special favor or 
any fuss made over him. 

It was thought best to arrange 
a special course for him, rather 
than the ordinary college studies, 
He was to major in ‘history and 
political science, with large chunks 
of economics, English literature and 
French and German. The presi- 
dent of Magdalen, Sir Herbert War- 
ren—a giant seven feet tall—gave 
him a special course on “the mek- 
ers of England,” and every day the 
Prince worked at his written re 
ports in Sir Herbert's own library, 
There is no question but that these 
private talks with the distinguished 
scholar opened broad avenues of 
learning to the Prince. He saw 
the history of England as an ende 
less procession of great and endur~ 
ing men and women. He was made 
to understand which were the wise 
and useful Kings and leaders, and 
which the ones that had betrayed 
England,
